“TO THE SHORES OF TRIPOLT

situation is to consider it as a part of 

‘a terrific football game, in which our 
team caught the enemy Axis flat-footed by 
pulling a Statue of Liberty play. 

You fellows know what this ancient sleeper 
play is, of course. You know that even Notre 
Dame elevens have used it, many times, to 
gain a precious first down or even a decis.ve 
touchdown. 

Briefly, the Statue of Liberty play is like 
this: your team has an ace backfield man who 
has been heaving forward passes all through 
the game. The opposing players are watch- 
ing him, and covering his pass receivers. 
Then, along about the middle of the third 
quarter, your star pass flipper fades back 
again. His arm is cocked and the pigskin is in 
his poised hand. The opposing ends and tack- 
les are charging in on him; opposing backfield 
men are taking off downfield to cover your 
team’s potential pass receivers who have 
broken clear and are scurrying down the 
white-lined grid. But, this time, there’s no 
long heave. Instead, your totally uncovered 
left (or right) halfback has swung around in 
back of your passing fullback. He flips the 
leather easily over his Shgulder into the se- 
cure clutch of the halfback skirting around 
behind him, and there’s that ball carrier, free 
and clear, off to goal line and glory. 

Our play in taking North and West Africa 
early last November was of this smart pat- 
tern. We'd been flipping forward passes (the 
Commando and Ranger raids on the northern 
coast of France) all along. Some of them, 
like the raids on St. Nazaire and Dieppe, had 
set the enemy back on their heels, the heels! 
The enemy was watching our passer, and had 
strengthened the right flank (end) of his line 
in France. 

Then our team went into an important hud- 
dle. What you could very well call the 
Yanks’ coaching staff (Admiral .William D. 
Leahy, Chief of Staff to the Commander in 
Chief; Admiral Ernest J. King, No. } man of 
the U. S. Navy; General George C. Marshall, 
No. 1 man of the U. S. Army, and Lieutenant 
General Henry H. Arnold, No. 1 man of the 


C) = way to look at the North African 


Army Air Forces) met and decided the 
strategy through which, with our gallant 
teammates the British, we launched the sur- 
prise attack (the good old American Statue of 
Liberty play) on the enemy’s “weak side,” 
North Africa and the “soft” southern coast of 
France-and Italy. And it worked—for a pre- 
cious “first down” on the North African coast- 
line, while the enemy has had to pull his 
strength away from the strongly defended 
right flank in northern France. 

First, we pulled a “quarterback sneak,” to 
continue the football theme. Our quarterback 
was Major (now Lieutenant) General Mark 
W. Clark, General “Ike” Eisenliower’s 46-year- 
old right-hand man, and he pulled off the most 
amazing and dramatic feat of undercover 
(“scouting,” as we grid fans would say) work 
in modern military annals.* 

You fellows know the rest. Exactly a year 
less a month after Pearl Harbor, we struck in 
force against the Axis. Three days later all 
French North Africa was ours. Then Hitler 
tore up the German-French armistice paper 
and Nazi armies swept down through Unoc- 
cupied France over the feeble protests of 
Marshal Henri Phillippe Petain. Vichy 
France, in its last few hours, broke off rela- 
tions with the United States. American and 
British forces stormed to Tunisia, where gal- 
lant Fighting Frenchmen, inspired by the “pep 
talks” of Admiral Francois Darlan and rugged

old heroic General Henri Honore Giraud, bat- 
tled off parachuting Nazi hordes. Meanwhile, 
Marshal Erwin Rommel and his decimated 
and discredited Afrika Korps were fleeing 
from Egypt under the terrific pounding of 
General Bernard L. (“Monty”) Montgomery’s 
crack 8th British Army; was staggering pell- 


mell through Libya, by-passing Tobruk and 


striving desperately to reach either one or 
two ports—Bengasi or Tripoli—from ‘which 
they might evacuate what little was left of 
their once proud and strong Axis forces. 
And at the magic of that name Tripoli, all 
America—including, we betcha, you smart 
American youngsters!—went to history books 
and hummed, again, the opening bars of that 
lilting hymn of the United States Marines: 


“From the halls of Montezuma, 
To the shores of Tripoli... .” 


Yes, fellows, here are the Yanks back again 
on those famous shores of Tripoli washed by 
the azure-blue waters of the Mediterranean, 
Just as our gallant Marines stormed those his- 
toric shores ’way back in 1815. 

“Time out.” Time out, fellows, while we 
take a quick flash-back look at that other time 
we took Tripoli. 

In those days, there were four small coun- 
tries called the Barbary States on the northern 
coast of Africa. They were Tunis, Algiers, 
Tripoli, and Morocco. For years they had 
made a practice of sending pirate-manned, 
heavily-armed ships out into the Mediter- 
ranean Sea to waylay and rob trading vessels 
of other countries. That was what you might 
call the “principal industry” of the Barbary 
States, and they were getting away with it 


} and making considerable money by their pi- 


racy. They were so strong, finally, that Eu- 
ropean maritime countries even came to the 


3 time when they paid huge sums of tribute 


money to those pirates to leave their countries’ 
merchantmen free from attack. For a short 
time, and to our humiliating shame, even we 
Americans paid such tribute to the Barbary 
States’ pirates to leave our Yankee clippers 


| alone. Then President Thomas Jefferson, the 


founder of American democracy, changed that 
policy. He sent American frigates into 
the Mediterranean with orders to rake any 
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pirate ship attempting to waylay any vessel 
flying the Stars and Stripes. Our “iron men 
in wooden ships” clashed with the Barbary 
States pirates in a few encounters and gave 
the sea outlaws a plastering. The Barbary 
States pleaded for peace, and were granted it 


when their Beys (rulers) pledged that Ameri- 


can vessels would no longer be held up and 
robbed. 

However, we became involved in the War of 
1812 soon after this pledge had been exacted 
and the Barbary States’ pirates went right 
back to their old practice of waylaying and 


' robbing our trading ships. They didn’t know 


the Yankees’ fighting spirit. In 1815, Stephen 
Decatur sailed into the Mediterranean Sea 
with a fleet of ten American men-of-war. 
With Decatur were such famous old fighting 
tars as William Bainbridge, Edward Preble, 
and Charles Stewart. 

The frigate Philadelphia, Captain Bain- 
bridge commanding, ran upon a reef in the 
harbor of Tripoli, falling into the hands of 
the outnumbering Barbary States forces. De- 
catur decided to go into Tripoli Harbor-and 
destroy the Philadelphia, despite the fact 
that by that time she lay close to the shore 
and was manned by a pirate crew which was 
supported: by hundreds of enemy guns of the 
shore batteries at Tripoli. Undaunted by 
these odds, the youthful Decatur at the head 
of seventy U. S. Marines went into the har- 
bor, boarded the Philadelphia, overpowered 
the pirate crew, and fired her so that she 
would be forever useless to the enemy. At the 
same time, other United States Marines were 
storming the beach—“the shores of Tripoli”— 
in an early American commando-type raid 
which soon swept the strong enemy forces 
back. The Marines had landed and had “the 
situation well in hand.” That defeat spelled 
the doom of the Barbary States pirates. 

The story of that other Tripoli action in the 
infant days of our Republic may well be pro- 
phetic today. For again in these times we are 
fighting pirates—modern, savage, unscrupus 
lous pirates flying the Axis skull and cross- 
bones. 

But—to revert once again to our gridiron 
simile—we have made a heartening first down 
in Nogth Africa. It is our ball, And it’s goal 
to go!

THE CAPTURE OF A SPY 

A short time ago the British captured one of the 
most dangerous spies of the war. He was to be 
feared because of the clever way in which he sent 
his messages. The spy made himself out to be a 
stamp collector so he could mail his information 
without being suspected. 

The Nazi actually belonged to a London stamp 
club and collected only postage stamps 
showing pictures of birds, animals and 
fishes. Whenever a collector received 
any odd stamps with birds, animals and 
fishes on them, he was sure to take them 
to the man at the club. He always 
bought, regardless of the amount of duplicates he 
already had, saying that he would send them to a 
friend in Portugal, who also specialized in the same 
type of stamps. No one ever thought him to be any- 
thing else than an ardent collector, for he joined in 
the exhibitions and showed page after page of his 
beautiful pictorial designs. 

For the six months previous to his capture, ships 
that left —in England were always met 
by German airplanes and submarines after reaching 
a certain spot in the ocean. It appeared that the 
Nazis always knew the boats were coming, for they 
never failed to do battle with them. Some were sunk, 
but many escaped. As this regular engagement with 
the enemy occurred only with vessels leaving == 
weeem, the British were sure that someone was ad- 
vising the Germans. 

They watched the waterfront very carefully, 
checking on each person loading the ships. After 
watching them all for three months, the 
British Secret Service was sure that 
none were spies. Then the post office 
gave the clue that helped track down 
the spy. Every time a ship sailed, the 
officials said, an airmail letter, contain- 
ing stamps on approval sheets, was rushed to Portu- 
gal, always to the same address. The Secret Service 
began a close watch on the letters until they were 
able to read the code. 

The number of stamps sent showed how many 
ships were sailing in the convoy. If a stamp had a 
lion on it, it stood for a British warship; an eagle 
signified an American boat, while a fish meant a sub- 
marine and a bird an airplane. The spy in Portugal 
radioed his information to Germany and the Nazis 
were on hand to meet the ships in midocean.
